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A BLoyai Voyage. 

Tlio Saloon of the Serupls, In which the 
Prince of Will*, /joes lo lull in— its 
Furniture unit Adorinm 



Our readers are aware that the Sor- 
apis haa been fitted up as a pleasure 
yacht to convey the Prince of Wales 
to India. The Loudon "News" of the 
20th describes tho fitting up of the 
royal cabin, from which wo may learn 
. what comforts are considered neces- 
sary for a protracted sea-voyage of an 
Bullish Prince:— 

"On ascending the grand staircase 
we liud ourselves in thy royal saloon. 
Here, perhaps, the visitor will experi- 
ence some little disappointment. There 
is no glitter oxgorgeousness. Indeed, 
we questiou whether the general ap- 
pearance is not too sombre. The 
whole of the upholstery and the prin- 
cipal part of the furniture wore select- 
ed by his Royal Highness himself, and 
he was consulted on every point. The 
apartments are very spacious, and 
have been bo arranged that thoy can 
easily be divided by moans of silk 

„ curtains. Tho whole of the grand saloon 
haa been devoted to the use of bis Royal 
Highness. The oabins hitherto existing 
have been removed, and tho space has 
been used for the erection of sleeping- 
cabins, dressing-rooms, and bath-rooms, 
which his Roval Highness will use, those 
on one side during the outward and those 
on the other during tho homeward voy- 
age. The wholo of tho royal furniture 
is in nnpolished English oak; tho cover- 
ings of tho chairs, sofa, aud lounges, tho 
tops t)f tho tables, and, in fact, every- 
thing requiring to bo covered, are in a 
dull brown morocco leather. Tho stern 
lounges are framed, like the rest, in 

: English oak, nnd are covorea with 
leather; but the frames have been high- 
ly polished. The principal dining table 
with accommodate sixtyg uests, and will 
be in tho form of a horse-shoo, the bow 
being fixed close to tlio bulkhead of tho 
saloon. This table, however, will not 
always bo used, and it is so constructed 
that it can easily bo removed to niako 
way for a smaller ono of an oval shape, 
•which will accommodate twenty-four 
guests. There are unpolished oak 
dumb-waiters and dinner wagons, 
oak-side flaps or carving tables, card- 
tablos, ono of Messrs. Jackson & 
Graham's recently invented, and com- 
fortablo reclining chairs, and a host of 
other articles in oak which it would be 
difficult to enumerate. The whole of tho 
carpeting throughout tho royal apartment 
is of ono pattern, and is in general keep- 
ing with the furniture. It is ono of tho 
best Brussels, and tho pattern is Persian 
in character. The tablo eovers are of In- 
dian patterns. We may add that tho arms 
of His Royal Highness appear upon near- 
ly every articlo. even tho brown morocco 

, overlaps of tho stationery cases for the 
writing tables and tho many-colored lea- 
thor footstools boing stamped in gold 
with them. Tho general decorations of 
the saloon aro exceedingly chaste, and 
reflect tho groatost crodit on all concern- 
ed in thoir execution. Tho principal co- 
lor is white, relieved by a very pale blue, 
with which tho columns and cornices are 
painted. Tho latter aro surmounted at 
intervals of about four feet with miua- 
turos of tho crost of tho Indian troop- 
ships, namely, a golden huh, bearing a 
garter containing the words 'Heaven's 
light our guide,' within which is a star 
worked in silver. Gold has been freely 
but not extravagantly used in 'picking 
out' (to use a technical term) tho 
various points usually gilded in yacht 
deoorations. Tho sides are also relieved 
by eight pior glasses framed in unpolish- 
ed oak, a thick rope of gold encircling 
tho wholo. The Prince's retiring apart- 
ments aro fitted np with every regard to 
comfort. Ho will sleep on a magnificent 
" brass bedstoad, which will bo fixed to 
two upright standards, so as to give it a 
cratlle movomont; hut whnt tho effect 
will bo in tho case of tho ship pitching 
or lurching, or making any save a roll- 
ing motion, wo are unable to say. The 
ffti'niture in the sleeping apartments is 
hlso of oak, with brown morocco cover 
'iugs, tho cabinets being" particularly wor- 
thy of mention, on account of tho exccl- 
I lonco of tho carving. Tho writing tables 
aro particularly handsome, the brown 
leatlmr tops boing richly edged with a 
broad band of gold worked into a design 
combining tho rose, shamrock and thistle 
j whilo tho Princo of Wales' feathers oc- 
cupy oaoh corner. The whole of the wiu- 
dowH of tho State apartments are fur- 
nished with jiatent self-acting spring 
blinds of sage green silk , the rollers be- 
ing hidden by sngn green valances of 
silkon fringe, interspersed hero and there 
with White silk tassels. Each window 
will also be supplied with lace curtains 
of magnificent pattern,"

Germany, Prance, and Kussia. — Tho 
article on "The Military Future of Ger- 
many" which Colonel Charles Cornwallis 
Cheaney has contributed to tho Septem- 
ber number of Macmillan's Magazine is in 
its way quite as valuable an addition to 
our political knowledge as tho now cele- 
brated Blackwood article on the French 
army. Colonel Chesnoy does not deny 
that thore is a "war party" at Berlin, and 
that the "ungeist in uniform" is still too 
powerful in tho councils of tho Empire. 
But ho explains in a novel way tho mis- 
chievous uneasiness of this party. It is 
not of tho French revanche that Count 
Moltke and tho rest of tho military party 
are afraid; it is not to disable Franco for 
tho vengeance which is mutterod in some 
French newspapers that they would 
again throw Europe into confusion. But 
the excitement of tho Germans is generat- 
ed by, and in its turn intensifies, the am- 
bitious of Kussia. "German officers," 
says Colonel Chesnoy, "avow it to bo 
their next duty to the Fathorlund to 
chastise tho Russian pride." It is 
against a Russo-French allianco that 
all thoir preparations aro direct- 
ed, according to Colonel Chosney's 
interpretation of thoir motives: "It is 
for this dread ordeal tho new Empire is 
deliberately preparing. Tho danger lies 
m tho possible simultaneous assault from 
tho cast by Russia, while France does her 
share on tho Rhine; and it is to ward oil" 
such-a double attack that tho military 
policy of Berlin is directed. That the 
double contest thus prepared for will ever 
come in our day, or what its issue should 
it come, are questions no prudent man 
would pretend to give absolute answers 
to" But thoifgh Colonel Ohosnoy thus 
leaves the future in doubt, tho balance of 
bis judgement inclines to tlio fddo of 
Germany. He concludes that, in spite of 
all disadvantages, in spito of tho revival 
of Franco and tho rapid dovelopement of 
Kussia, "Germany's chances, viewed 
thus distinctly, seem to weigh down those 
of her supposed adversaries, who could 
not possibly rely on tho union and promp- 
titude of action with which they would 
certainly be met." — Pall Mall Gazette.

The Canadian Pacific Jtuiiwaj. 


HON. MR. LAIRD'S ORGAN StT- 
PORTS IT. 



Every scrap and luursel of informa- 
tion that will tend to unsettle the pub- 
lic mind aud destroy conridonco in the 
construction of the Canadian Racine 
Railway are seized upon with avidity 
by the Govern meut press of (his Pro- 
vince and transferred to their col- 
umns; but nothing bearing on the 
other sidoof the question is over pub- 
lished. Every article that would .serve: to 
restoro publib eonfulcmee i:i carefully 
burked. Wo have seen seen columns re- 
produced here nbout what that exploded 
politician Sir A. T. Gait has had to say 
against tho Railway, and coiuuionls of the 
Tory press therein. Wo have had articles 
culled from papers, styled for ell'ect "Mr. 
Blake's organs," that Mr. Blako proba- 
bly has never heard of.letalono read; and 
we have hud their views promulgated in 
this Troviuco as tho refles of "popular 
■ontimont in Canada" on the Liailwav 
question. The patriotic article from the 
Globe, tho principal organ of tho Muckcu- 
aie Government, which proclaimed that 
tho Carnarvon agreement must be kept, is 
not referred to. Neither is the patriotic 
speech of Hon. Mr. Cartwright, Finance 
Minister of the Dominion, considered 
•worthy of reproduction here, because they, 
showod that the Government intended 
to keep faith with British Columbia. The 
publication of that declaration would re 
store confldonco in British Columbia, and 
trauquilizo the public mind; which is a 
consummation this Government have 
strong reasons for not desiring. By fan- 
ning the flames of popular hatred against 
Canada, they imagine that they will be 
able to retain their ill-gotten portfolios a 
little while longer. So far as o'ur feeble 
efforts go wo are determined to counter 
act tho efforts of tho Government mis- 
chief-makers in this Province, and to en- 
deavor to bring about, a proper under- 
standing between Canada and British Co- 
lumbia to the end that both, having a 
common destiny, may -work together for 
the common good. With this object wo 
direct tho attention of our readers to an 
extract from tho Charlottetown 
(Prince Edward Island 1 Patriot, a 
paper that is owned by a brother of 
Hon. Mr. Laird, Canadian Minister of 
the Interior, and is tho organ of that 
Minister. If any Province of tho Domin- 
ion has reason to expect little advantage 
from the construction of the Railway, 
Prince Edward Island is that Province: 
still we find tho Patriot speaking 
strongly in favor of tho construction of 
the road in a leading article in which i ! 
diBCUssos Sir Galt'B lettor. The I' ilriot 
says: 

He (Gait) holds a man's word should bo 
as good as his bond. He must look with 
contempt upon the man who deliberate] v 
repudiates an obligation into w hich he 
has deliberately entered. When, there 
foro, a merchant with such elevated 
ideas of commercial honor and integrity, 
counsels tho violation of a treatv entered 
into after mature deliberation, and so- 
lemnly ratified he must be most deeplv 
impressed with the litter folly of at least 
one of the contracting parties, ami of the 
impossibility of fulfilling its conditions. 
We all know that men who are guided 
by principle and who have reputations to 
lose, look upon repudiation with horror. 
And it is only right that they should do 
so. But thoughtful men who read Mr. 
Gait's letter will naturally ask theuasel 
ves, is it absolutely necessary to break 
faith with British Co nmbia? Does the 
preservation of the Dominion demand so 
extreme and so repulsive a measure ? Can 
no compromise be made which will satisfy 
the reasonable requirements of British 
Columbia and which will be, at the same 
time, within tho power of the D iminion 
to effect? Mr. Mackenzie's scheme of 
lako and river aud rail communication 
wifli that province, which was endorsed 
by tho electors of tho Dominion ul the 
laBt general election, we take to be such a 
compromise, and wo are very greatly 
mistaken if the Premier's mode of 
surmounting tho difficulty made for 
him by Sir John A. Maodonuld's 
Btrange polioy, does not meet with 
n much more general approval than Sir 
A. T. Gait's rough and lead.y solution of 
tho British Columbia problem. It is, 
too, wo submit, a mistake to take it for 
granted that tho Pacific Railway is 
to bo built sololy for the convenience of 
British Columbia. A portion , at least, of 
this railway would have to be construct- 
ed in ti few years in order to develop tho 
resources of Manitoba, and to open up 
the fertile regions of the North -West for 
settlement. In so far as the Pacific Rail- 
way offeots theBO neoessnry purposes it is 
wholly independent of British Columbia. 
It may, indeed, turn out that tho part of 
that great work whioh is for theexclusive 
benefit of the Psoirlo provinoe will be 
oompsratively small.

How TO RfiLlKYE THE GoVEKNMENT— A 

HINT to Our Rulers. -Many years ago 
when that peerless Knight of tho Ham- 
mer Jim MoCrea was in the height of his 
prosperity, the Government ot' tho Col- 
ony of Vancouver were soi/.ed, as the 
Government of British Columbia are to- 
day, with the -complaint known as "hard- 
upa." Various modes of extricating them- 
selves from the difficulty wi re suggest- 
ed. Lottors of advice poured in upon 
Ministers from every quarter; but none 
seemed to suggest a feasible remedy for 
the complaint. One evening the redoubt- 
able McOrea, whilst strolling along Gov 
ornment street, met tho thou Governor 
(Kennedy), who was taking a con- 
stitutional. The Governor, who was 
very affcblo in his manner, paused and 
shook Lauds with MoCrea. After tho 
usual salutations wero over, McC'reasaid: 

"I Bee, your Excellency, by the re- 
ports of the House, that tho Government 
complain of hurd times us well as the 
merchants," (it was a period of great com- 
mercial depression.) 

"Well, yes, Mr. McOrea; all seem to 
bo suffering alike now-a days. I really 
cannot soo what is to ho done. But (quiz- 
zing) Mr. McCrea — with your knowledge 
of the world and of business — you ought 
to be able to furnish a solution of the 
problem." 

Mr. McCrea — .Well, Governor, I could 
give you a lift; but no one here over fol- 
lows my advice. 

Gov. Kennedy (laughing) — Oh! but 
Mr. McCrea, don't suy that. I assure 
you the Government would only be too 
glad to follow you.t advice. 

Mr. McOrna— Well, Governor, I — a— 
I would udviua 

Gov. Kennedy — An income tax or a 
new tax on real estato, eh ? 

MoCrea— No, sir, no; We are taxed too 
heavily now. But I would advise you to 
just appeal to the charitable and hold a 
Bazar/ 

After that mot MoCrea's name was 
omitted from the invitatiou-list at Gov- 
ernment House. 

New Tow-boat.— A new tow-boat is 
about to bo constructed by McAllister 
Bros. It will be built of yellow cedar or 
cypress, will have 1G2 feet keel, a breadth 
of 27 feot, and 12 foot depth of hold. The 
hull will be built at Port Essingtou, 
Skeenamouth, whero tho brothers have 
erected a sawmill expressly for the pur- 
pose of cutting all tho timber for their 
craft. The engines will be on the com- 
pound principle, with a U. P. 125, nomi- 
nal, and are now being built at Glasgow, 
Sootland. Tho tug will be a sidcwhoelor, 
as it is believed that that style of boat is 
host adapted for towing in theso waters. 
In points of power and Btrength of hull 
the new steamer will be one of tho most 
powerful alloat iu tho Pacific.

Wednesday, Oct. 20th. 
The Mayor took tho Chair at 7 45. 

COMMUNICATIONS 

Were read from property holders on Store 
street, asking for tho completion of tho 
sidewalk to the Waterside botwoen Pem- 
broke and Discovery streets. The Clerk 
w as instructed to notify the owners of the 
two lots to lay down tho sidewalk. 

From R, Finlayson, A. Fellows, and 
others, calling attention to tho advisabili- 
ty of finishing that portion of tho new 
road to tho Gorge, which lies within the 
city limits, before tho setting in of win- 
ter. 

r, Coun. Gowen argued that it would 1* 
uiiwiso to spend any money on this road, 
unless the property holders would first 
deed tho roadway to the Council, and 
on motion of Coun. Gowen tho petition 
was laid over for one week, and tho Clerk 
instructed to notify tho property owners 
that the Council declined to do anything 
until the roadway was properly deeded to 
tho Municipality. Carried. 

From tho property owners in the neigh- 
borhood of tho Brown Jug on jGovoru- 
meut street, praying that the wooden box 
drain cow onding at Broughton streot, 
may be extended to Courtenay street, 
whence there is a good fall to convey tho 
stagnant water away. 

The question was deferred for oco 
week. 

From Geo. Stelly, acknowleding the 
receipt of a letter from tho Council uoti-

The London and San Francisco Bank: 
—It is authoritatively announced that tho 
capital of tho London and San Francisco 
Bank will be increased to $5,000,000 on 
tho 1st of January next. The paid-up 
capital has hitherto been $3,000,000, with 
a reserve fund at tho closo of this year of 
$500,000. The additional $2,000,000 will 
be raised by subscription, whioh can easi- 
ly bo done within tho allotted time. It is 
expected that SI, 500, 000 of tho amount 
will be furnished in San Francisco, and 
that the remaining half of a million will 
come from London. Of tho present stock 
Californians own but $605,000, the re- 
mainder being in the bauds of English 
and American capitalists After the 
change the American capital of tho bank 
will be to tho foreign in about the propor- 
tion of two to rivo. Local interests will 
hereafter bo represented by an Executive 
Committee which will have a potent 
voice in the administration of tho affairs 
of tho bank. Mr. Peebles, tho London 
manager, will soon bo horo for tho pur- 
pose of b uperintending the now arrange- 
ments. The London and San Francisco 
Bank has gone on from year to yoar 
quietly enlarging its facilities and 
strengthening its foundations. It was 
organized in 1865, with Milton S. Latham 
as President of tho San Francisco branch, 
and a paid up capital of $500,000. In 
1807 the capital was increased to $1,000,- 
000; in 1869, to $1,500,000, and in 1870 
to $3,000,000.

British Columbia. 



[Canadian No-wh.) 

The latest intelligence from British 
Columbia reveals n desire in some 
quarters to forego tho Nauaimo and 
Esquimalt Railroad for its Yalue, or 
approximate value, in cash, to ba ex. 
ponded in the development of tho 
valuable) commerce between tho prov- 
ince and tho American and other citios 
on tho Pacific coast, and a portion in 
providing roads to the interior and 
moro froqiiont communication by stoam- 
ors botwoon the mainland and Vancou- 
ver Island. The reasons assigned 
for this change of programme are 
sound and valid. The railroad is un- 
popular, it will never pay expenses of 
operation, the benefits derivable from 
it would be ohieflr felt by tho Ameri- 
can settlements on Pugot Sound, and 
tho expenditure of tho money iu the 
manner indicated would provo of far 
greater gonoral utility than if expend- 
ed upon tho railroad. Another strong 
reason is that tho Senato at Ottawa re- 
jected the railway bill, and may do so 
again, if ona should bo brought for- 
ward as the Canadian Senato is omnip- 
otent, irresponsible, and inoapablo of 
coercion from any quarter. The only 
objection to the change of termB may 
bo expected from those who thought- 
lessly imagine that the Columbian 
trade should do with the larger Cana- 
dian cities, instead of with tho Ameri- 
can cities on tho Pacific. This can 
never bo, whother tho Pacific Railway 
be built or not. Even with an all 
through lino threo thousand miles 
long, there would be a minimum 
chaige for freight of ?45 per ton, 
which would provo a serious bar to 
commercial relations between, Bay 
Montreal, and tho ultramontane prov- 
ince. I firmly believe that British 
Columbia is destined to bocomo ono 
of the great iron producing countries 
of tho world, supplying tho Pacific 
coast with that commodity ; but no one 
in his senses can think for a moment 
that iron from tho Paoific can be prof- 
itably carried by rail to this portion of 
tho Dominion. Though politically 
united to British America, there is no 
denying tho fact that British Columbia 
is naturally and commercially allied 
to the Pacific States of the groat Re- 
public, and nothing but the most 
powerful sentiment of loyalty can ac- 
count for the tenacity with which that 
province clings to the Dominion. Since, 
through Colonial- oflico treaty matters, 
wo gave away Oregon, tho Columbia 
River, and finally San Juan, which 
commands the entrance to our Pacific 
harbors, thoro is nothing left save the 
mountainous country which the Amer- 
icans covotnd little, and yet these 
mountaineers, whoeo commercial re- 
lations are all with their American 
neighbors, prefer submitting to cold 
treatment at our hands and a heavy 
hostile tariff at tho hands of tho Amer- 
icans to abandoning their allegiance 
to the British Crown. The represent- 
atives of the greater provinces somo- 
times taunt the Canadians on the Pa- 
oifjc shores with greod of gain and 
selfishness; but their actions, more 
loudly than words, disprove this and 
demonstrate that deep- rooted loyalty 
alone retains tho Paoifio province as a 
mombor of the Canadian Confederacy.

But this was prevented by the police, 
who suffered badly, aided by tho 
military.

Tho records show about 
thirty policemen badly wounded, ono 
seriously, by stones. The number of 
citizens wounded is not known.

The Toronto Catholics Ston- 
ed by Cowardly Mob. 

Toronto, October 3-8 p. m. -The fear 
entertained of the Roman Catholic pil- 
grimage to take place to-day proved 
well grounded, as the proceedings in 
connection with it were very riotous 
and disgraceful resulting in considera- 
ble bloodshed. Tho programmo was 
to march to St. Mary's Church, in tho 
west end of the city, from St. Michael's 
Cathedral. Tho procession was col- 
lected at St. Michael's about 2.30. A 
surging and excited crowd, numbering 
over 10,000, had collected outside the 
cathedral, which was guarded by tho 
whole police force and the military, 
about 800 strong, with a detachment 
of cavalry from Markham, under Lieu- 
tenant-Colonel Body. Tho guards 
wore stationed near Bathurst stroot, 
but did not come east till tho return 
of tho procession. After Mass had 
been said in tho church, 
the catholics formed in procession, 

Headed by Father Shea and Bishop 
Lynch. The way was cleared and they 
movod to Church stroot, but when at 
tho corner of Queen street stones were 
thrown and sovoral shots w*oro fired 
from revolvers. As the procession re- 
turned shots and stonos were fired, and 
tho advance staff of police charged on 
the crowd and dispersed them tempo 
rarily. All went quietly, exoopt for 
stone throwing from the crowd direct- 
ed at the police untii the corner of 
Queen and Bay stroota was reached. 
Here the mob gathered and sent an- 
other volley of stones. Several shots 
were fixed, but tho police succeeded in 

AGAIN DISPERSING THE BIOTEBS.
